The laws thus repealed by the people's 
Representatives in Congress are herein set 
forth. The vqte on the passage of the bill 
in the House, on tha 10th of May, 1860, is 
also set out. All who voted for the pas- 
sage of the bill are Republicans, and all 
who yoted against its passage are Demo- 
crats or South Americ: except Mr. 
Thayer, of Massachusetts, 

The white slave code of New Mexico, it 
will be seen, subjects and authorizes Ant 
WHITE LABORING men and women to be 
whipped, by their employers, and denies 
them any redress for such outrages in 
courts of justice, (See see, 4 of act regu- 
Jating masters and servants.) 


The black slave code allows ang person 
to arrest any one whom he calla: an ab- 
sconding slave, by force, and without any 
legal process from any court or magistrate, 
and to deliver such person go arrested to 
the sheriff of the county in which the ar- 
rest may be made, which sheriff shall im- 
prison such person for six months, (with- 
out a commitment,) and advertise for a 
master, and if no master come, shall im- 
prison six months longer, and adverti: 
for sale; and at the end of twelve months 
imprisonment, the sheriff shall sell such 
person, at the door of the jail or court- 
house, to the highest bidder, for cash, and 
his bill of sale ‘‘ shall vest in the purchaser 
a good and indefeasible title against all 
persons whatever,” not excepting the sold 
man’s right to himself! 


The following letter, from Hon. Miguel 
‘A. Otero, the Delegate in Congress of New 
Mexico, of date 16th December, 1868, to 
A. M. Jackson, shows that this slave code 
had its origin in Congressional, Southern, 
and Executive intervention :

ten bya resident of the Territory, to a 
member of tlie present House of Represen- 
tatives, dated Barclay’s Fort, New Mexico, 
April 10, 1860, will show the demon spirit 
of the slave driver and man stealer: 


“At my eolicitude, Judge Keithly (who 
was Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives in the Legislature of New Mexico) 
introduced a bill for the repeal of the slave- 
ry law, but as he is a plain, honest, straight- 
forward old farmer, he took no steps to get 
backers amongst the other members of the 
Legislature, holding that the bill was cer- 
tain to pass on its own merits. 

“The introduction of the bill came like 
a thunder clap on those corrupt office-hold- 
ers who had procured the passage of this 
law, and a Santa Nean arose in his place, 
aud moved that the bill (of repeal) he re- 
jected at once. This motion found no favor 
in the House, and they proceeded to the 
discussion of the bill, Judge Keithly mak- 
ing a speech in its favor, in which he was 
supported ably by two Mexicans, who ad- 
voeated its passuge. The opposition (to 
the repeal) having nothing to say, and 
dreading the result of a free discussion of 
the question on ‘public opinion, the House 
adjourned. = * What they despaired 
of effecting in the House, they determined 
to accomplish by an outside pressure, 
Government officials kept open house that 
night. John Barleycorn did his work, and 
‘mint drops’ were freely administered 
where other means failed. * * One of 
the Mexicans, who advocated the passage 
of the bill (for repeal) was brougnt over 
by the promise of the Speakership, The 
result was, that on entering the House the 
following morning, Judge Keithly was pre- 
sented witha note by the Doorkeeper, in- 
forming him that the Speaker's chair was 
vacant, and the member above mentioned 
(the Mexican) was at once installed in the 


chair. Judge Keithly entered a solemn 
protest against these summary proceedings, 
and defended his right to express his own 


opinions, and those of the people he was 
sent to represent, but could gain no hear- 
| ing. He demanded that the proceedings 
| in his case should be entered on_ the jour- 
| nal of the House, but this was refused. He 
resigned his seat, and returned home, hear- 
tily disgusted with the leaders of the party 
with which he had previously acted. He 
now understands exactly what National 
Democracy means.” 

Mr. Douglas made bis boast in the Sen- 
ate, in his specch of the 16thof May, 1860, 
that the South had, by Squatter Sovereign- 
ty, gained territory to slavery in New Mexico.

, or legalize involuntary servitude, or 
the enslavement of human beings within 
said Territory, (except as punishment for 
crime, upon due conviction,) be, and the 
same are hereby disapproyed by the Qon- 
gress of the United States, and declared to 
he null and yoid, and of no effect. 

Sec. 2, And be it further enacted, That 
the following provision of the act of said 
Legislative Assembly, approved January 
| 26,1859, entitled ‘An act amendatory of 

the law relative to contracts between mas 
ters and servants,” be, and the same is 
hereby, disapproved, and declared inopera- 
tive and void, to-wit: “No court of this 

Territory shall have jurisdiction nor shall

That there ex almost a panic in the 
money market here, must be evident to all 
who have made any attempts to collect any 
little amounts due theur, or who haye been 
so unfortunate as to owe anything them- 
selyes, Various causes are assigned for 
this, but none that we have seen are feasi- 
ble, Some say it is occasioned by the two 
or three thousand bales of unsalable cot- 
ton in Mobile and New Orleans. But 
eight or ten million dollars locked up in 
unsalable cotton would not derange the 
commercial and financial affairs of the 
whole South. Others say it is over tra- 
ding, buying too many negroes to.make 
cotton, but cotton has brought a fine price 
to the planters, though the largest erop 
ever known. There have been no great 
sales on credit, as in 1855 and 1856, and 
few of any kind, The banks have not ex- 
panded, and have done a wholesome busi- 
ness, and have the ordinary quantity, if not 
more specie in their vaults, Our section 
isnot in debt, and our credit was never 
better, if'as good, at the North as ev 
merchant who has been there can testify. 
So that our people were never in’ amore 
prosperous condition. 

Why, then, this panic? Why this tak- 
ing in'snil by the banks and all prudent 
men who deal in money and exchanges? 
We think the answer obvious. 
reckless, restless and ambitious poli 
—many of them with nothing to lose and 
everything to gain by a revulsion, by over- 
turning the present peaceable, quiet, happy 
and prosperous order of things, and substi- 
tuting distrust, disorder, revolution, and 
even anarchy in the government of the 
country—are bent upon distinion, Many 
of these people no change could damage; 
to them any change, no matter what, might 
be an IMPROVEMENT; THEY HAVE 
NOTHING TO DO BUT TO HANG 
AROUND TAD GROG SHOPS IN THE 
TOWNS AND VILLAGES AND LOAF ON 
THE STREETS, AND SPOUT POLITICS, 
abuse their betters for being submissionists 
and Free Soilers, and praise Rhett, Yancey 
& Co., as saints and apostles of liberty and 
Southern rights. With these leaders they 
expect to accomplish an overthrow of the 
existing Government. No one can fail to 
recognize the critical condition of the 
country from the rupture these people 
have made in the National Democratic 
party, 

According to their own calculations, 
Lincoln is eure to be elected, aud thea they 
are pledged, and they are trying to pledge 
the whole’ South, to disunion and revolu- 
tion.

Let those who now 
experience inconvenience from them an- 
awer, The banks and the sensible, wise 
and far-secing men in the country, are con- 
templating the probability of revolution, 
and hence their action of stringency.

motives, She was a Catholic, and his con- 
nection with her would insure him the 
Priest-controlled yote of that sect. She 
was beautiful, though poor. This suspi- 
ciou, is perhaps unjust, as it is very severe, 
and we only repeat it to show that Mr. 
Douglas’ well known efforts to obtain no- 
toriety, have brought upon every act of his, 
such suspicion, that people are even indis.

The 
world must know that she is beautiful, that 
she isa Catholic, and that she is the wife 
of Senator Douglas, Catholic candidate for 
the Presidency, Weare glad to learn that 
Mrs, Douglas is so deyout, whatever her 
religion, and think well of her for the fact, 
which we should not haye doubted, were it 
not thus paraded by partisan journalism. 
But at this parading of a woman's charms 
and devotions for the benefit of politics and 
proselytism the world will cry “shame !” 
We admire and. esteem a fine specimen of 
the sex too much to like to see her thus 
dragged forth from her proper womanly 
seclusion to aid any party candidates, and 
particularly any proselyting religious sect.

Why Douglas Did Not Answer. 


At Augusta, Maine, the following ques- 
tions were handed to Mv. Douglas, before 
he commenced speaking, with the request 
that he would auswer them: 

“Do you hold, and if elected President 
of the United States would you carry out, 
the doctrine that the people of a Territory, 
before becoming a State, have the power, 
under the Federal Constitution, and not- 
withstanding the Dred Scott decision, to 
prohibit or exclude slavery therefrom ? 

In other words: 

Do youafirm that the people of a Terri- 
tory have the Constitutional right to de- 
stroy the cockatrice’s eggs, as soon as 
these are deposited in its nest by the propa- 
gandists of slavery, or must they tolerate 
the incubation, aud wait till the eggs be- 
come full grown and active vipers, thate 
can be pursued and exterminated only by 
the newly created sword of State authority?” 

Mr. Douglas promised to reply, but for- 
got to do so, making an allusion to the 
queries during the speech, 

Why he did not answer them can be 
guessed, when the following amendment to 
the Nebraska bill, and the votes upon it are 


borne in mind: 


‘Be it further enacted, That the provis- 
ion in the ‘Act to organize the Territories 
of Nebraska and Kansas’ which declares it 
to be ‘the true intent and meaning of said 
act not to legislate slavery into any Terri- 
tory or State, nor to exclude it therefrom, 
but to Jeave the people thereof perfectly 
free to form and regulate their domestic 
institutions in their own way, subject only 
to the Constitution of the United States,’ 
was intended to, and does confer upon, or 
leave to the people of the Territory of Kan- 
sas full power at any time through its ter- 
ritorial legislature to exclude slavery from 
said territory, or to recognize and regulate 
it therein.” 

This was voted down as follows:

And when we succeed—what then? Shall 
we return evil for the injustice and calum- 
ny to which Republicans have been so con- 
tinually subjected?

And when this 
intent shall become apparent; when the 
bugbear of Federal interference with the 
internal concerns of the States shall be ex- 
pelled from the public mind by an honest 
and patriotic Republican Administration— 
who can doubt—I certainly do not doubt— 
that the days of our old concord, and mu- 
tual good will return; and that under the 
Constitution we shall. find Tranquility, 
Liberty and Union? In bringing about 
such happy results, you may: rest assured 
of my earnest co-operation, — In such noble 
work Iam ready\to go with you as far as 
the fartherest 


Non-Interventioo. 


The Fathers of the Republic intervened 
to exclude Slavery from the Territories, 
and Douglas and the Democracy inter- 
yened to yndo the work ! 

Having thus, by Congressional Interven- 
tion, robbed Freedom of the soil guaran- 
teed to it ‘‘forever,” the doctrine of Non- 
jnteryention is interposed to prevent the 
recovery of what Freedom was deapoiled 
by the Intervention principle ! 
ss may intervene for Slavery, but 


over to the slaveholder, and then the peo- 
ple are told that there must be no interyen- 
tion to get it back! 

First strip a man of his possessions, and 
then comfort him with the assurance that 
no one will intervene to prevent him from 
becoming a competitor with others to re- 
gain his rightful possession. 

By Congressional intervention, the inter- 
ests of labor were overthrown in one after 
they had been established in another branch 
of the national legislature. A Democratic 
Senate consider it perfectly consistent and 
Constitutional to interveue in fayor of free 
trade, by refusing to protect home indus- 
try, but’ non-intervention must be strictly 
observed when human life and liberty are 
hazarded. 

Congress can intervene, when an effort 
is made to establish free homes for free 
men on the public domain. Non-interven- 
tion where slavery has an interest involyed 
—intervention, always, to prevent the 
spread and growth of the benefits of free- 
dom. 

There never was a doctrine forced on 
the American people more fallacious, more 
4epugnant to the real interests and true 
progress of the nation, than that of non- 
intervention. Particularly the non-inter- 
vention interposed by demagogues and 
time servess to arrest every social and po- 
litical improvement of the age. The non- 
intervention which forbids all effort to im- 
prove and clevate mankind, and sanctions 
the destruction of the bonds which unite 
society and labor. The non-interyention 
which folds its arms and seals its lips when 
the rights of humanity are in danger—but 
which is active, turbulent and meddlesome: 
when slavery seeks to destroy and dese- 
crate an empire of free territory. 

It is gratifying to observe the steady de- 
cline of the influences of the doctrine of 
non-interyention. It is only recoginzed by 
those who are rendered desperate by both 
gloomy political and personal prospects. 
‘The great mass of men, believing in a reci- 
procity of benefits to be derived from 
and deliberate legishition, are not willing 
to accept the doctrine of non-interyention, 
‘as being applicable only to one principle 
or institution. They consider that their 
common rights and interests are all vested 
in the power and protection of legislatiop, 
to alter, ameud and abolish as good sense, 
reason and justice may dictate.—[Pensa,

The defeat of Gen. Cass upon the new 
doctrine of the power of Congress over 
slavery in the Territories, brought the 
Whigs into power by the election of Taylor 
and Fillmore, So the slave power, having 
received n signal defeat by the new issue, 
forced upon the Democratic party, set itself 
to work to control the new Administration. 
Hence, a correspondence took place be- 
tween Mr. Clingman, a Whig, and Mr. 
Foote, a Democrat, with reference to action 
vpon the Wilmot Proviso, Mr. Clingman 
informing his Democratic friend, Mr, Foote, 
that in his judgment the slave States ought 
to resist the exclusion of slavery from the 
territories, and that in this view he had the 
concurrence of other prominent Whigs. 

Here was a manifesto for joint action by 
the parties, with reference to this subject, 
and the first yote taken upon it showed 
that the slave interest had got the control 
aswell as the message of the President, 
who had virtually recommended non-action 
—the policy upon which’ Gen. Cass had 
been defeated. Mr. Root, a northern 
Whig, offered a resohition for a bill organ- 
izing territorial Governments for the terri- 
tory ceded to the United States by Mexico, 
excluding slavery therefrom. Mr. Ste- 
phens, a Whig from the south, moved to 
lay it on tlie'table, but the motion was de- 
feated ; but soon after it come up again, 
and was defeated by a vote! of 105 to 75. 
And on the same day, the truth as set 
forth in the Declaration of Independence 
was voted down bya yote of 104 to 92. So 
the slave element of the country having by 
ajoint combination, got the Wilmot Pro- 
viso laid on the table, and the principles of 
the Declaration of Independence yoted 
down, it become confideut of final success, 
and commenced systematically to work in 
the Senate, the Whigs, or a sufficient num- 
ber having arranged themselves on tle side 
against slavery restriction, on the pretence 
that the ‘ physical geography” of the coun- 
try would pregent slavery from going into 
the territory. 

The contest then ended in what is called 
the Compromise of 1850. And Gen. Taylor 
having died, it devolved on Mr. Fillmore to 
sign and put those measures into effect. 
And to show that the abandonment of the
